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THE IMPRISONED MINERS. 


They are Abandoned to Their Fate—A Scene 
of Lamentation. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., December 21.—The sit- 
uation at Nanticoke is unchanged. At 1:30 
this afternoon the relief party were still push- 
ing toward the imprisoned men, and have 
been spurred on to greater efforts by a signal 
they had received, which indicates that there 
islife beyond. Tapping upon a® iron air pipe 
was heard by the rescuers, and they naturally 
conclude that there is yet good grounds of 
hope that at least some of the men may be res- 
cued alive. It is the opinion of some of the 
best miners that they cannot reach the men 
forsome days, owing to the extent of the ob- 
structions. Others are sanguine enough to ex- 
pect that they will reach the men within the 
next ten hours at the longest. 

At about 9 o’clock this evening, the work of 
the rescuring party was suddenly interrupted 
by the fall of sandrock and eulm. The men 
were working on a steep incline when the vast 
mass fof debris came crushing down towards 
them with great violence. They fled for 
their lives, and although they escaped un- 
injured, several of them had very narrow es- 
capes. The work of digging for the imprisoned 
men is, for ihe time being, suspended, but the 
officials in charge are making strenuous efforts 
to overcome the difficulties and continue their 
labors. They hope to have matters so arranged 
in an hour or two that work may be proceeded 
with. 

The fall of sand and culm at No.1 slope in 
Nanticoke, this evening, did not come from the 
surface, as was feared at first, but from an 
upper chamber. The officials in charge, after 
an ‘exploration, thought it could ‘be overcome 
with a few hours work, and at 11:20 p.m. a 
pew gang of Uight men were preparing to go 
down, Three men, James Turner, John Ab- 
salom and Jos. Warne were caught in the fall. 
Though not badly injured they were 
extricated with great difficulty. The 
men who were at work are now 
afraid to re-enter the mine, and there now ap- 
pears to be no possible hope of recovering the 
imprisoned men alive. They have been im- 
prisoned since Friday morning, and even 
though they may have lived for a time in the 
breastworks, they must die of starvation, if 
from no other cause. It is believed it will 
tuke several days to penetrate the mass of 
earth now obstructing the passages. The ex- 
citement around the mine is_ ilhdescribable. 
Wcemen and children, who have hardly closed 
their eyes since Friday, are made nearly 
crazy by the fresh calamity. The screams 
and wails of anguish from the women rend 
the air, while the disheartened and exhausted 
miners sit around the mouth of the mine in 
sullen despair. Crowds of people for miles 
around are coming to view the scene of deso- 
lation. The town of Nanticoke is a place of 
mourning and lamentation. 

At12:30 this morning the mine officials at 
Nanticoke decided to abandon work in the 
air shafts, on account of the cave in and the 
presence of fire damp. All attempts to get 
the missing men out alive have now been 
abandoned, but the work through the ; —

employe of the Milwaukee car shops, was bit- 
ten in the calf of the right leg by a dog about 
twenty-five days ago, but did not experience 
any trouble until last Friday, when the pre- 
monitory symptoms of hydrophobia seized hin. 
He complained of a severe prickling sensation 
at the wound and at points along his right side 
tothe crown of his head, had swelling in the 
threat. was unable to swallow, and restless to 
that extent that he could not sleep. He was 
taken toa bath establishment, the theory hay- 
ing recently been advanced here that a _ treat- 
ment of turkish baths would cure the disease 
if taken in time. Saturday Krebla passed five 
houis in the sweat room with the 
temperature at 185 degrees, and Sun- 
Gey passed two hours there. Saturday 
night he hadeight hours sleep and rest, and 
Sunday again slept soundly. The dangerous 
symptoms have disappeared, and the man ex- 
pects to resume his usual work today, should 
they not return. The theory that the disease 
has been brought on by imagination is dis- 
proved by the fact that he gave no attention 
whatever to thedog bite. Heis a Bohemian, 
and not areading man, and knows nothing 
whatever of the symptoms of hydrophobia. _ 

Paris. Deée. 21.—The four children, who 
were recently bitten by mad dogs in Newark, 
N. J., and sailed on December ninth, in the 
steamship Canada, to be placed under the 
treatment of Pasteur, landed at Havre all well. 
Thev reached this city today, and have pro- 
ceeded to M. Pasteur’s house, where special 
arrangements have been made for 
treatment of the little ones. Pasteur, in an 
interview today, said: “I will operate on the 
children tomorrow. I regret that so long a 
time haselapsed between the time the children 
were bitten and their arrival here. Bat there 
is good ground for hope, as I have previously 
treated cases with success after two months 
had passed fromthe time the patients were 
titten.” 

Pasteur deemed it best not to delay, 
accordingly he inoculated the Newark 
dren today.

Senator Vest Takes up the Keily Matter, and Maxesa 
Speech Upon it—Senator Beck Grows Bloguent 
Upon the Silver Question—Senator Cul- 
lom’s Postal Telegraph Bill—Ete. 


WASHINGTON, December 21.—The chair 
Jaid before the senate a letter from the secre- 
wh if war, transmitting the reports, ete., re- 
ating to the bridges in course of construc- 
ion, Which may interfere with the free navi- 
gation of the navigable waters of the United 
States.

THE CULLOM BILL, 

The bill providing for the establishment of a 
pestal telegraph system was referred to the 
com mittee on post offices and post roads, to be 
considered in connection with the bill on the 
same subject recently introduced by Senator 
Fdmunds, Senator Cullom proposes the pur- 
chase of existing lines, when this course may 
be deemed advisable, under certain limitations 
as to the price to be paid. It recites the pro- 
vision of the act of 1566 to aid in the construec- 
tion of telegraph lines, as follows: 

“The United States may, at any time after the 
expiration of five years from the date of the pas- 
sage of the act, for postal, military or other pur- 
poses, purchase all telegraph lines, property and 
effects ofany or allof said companies at an ap- 
praised value, to be ascertained by five competent, 
disinterested persons. two of whom shall be select- 
ed by the postmaster general of the United States, 
two by the company interested, and one by the 
fonr so previously selected,’’ 

Senator Cullom’s bill then provides that the 
secretary of state, the secretary of war and the 
postmast«r general shall constitute a board, to 
be known as the postal telegraph commission, 
which is authorized and directed to purchase 
and acquire for the United States any existing 
lines under the provisions of the act of 1566, 
and subject to the approval of the president. It 
is expressly provided that no lines shall be pur- 
chased until it has been shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the commission that such line has 
earned enough during thetwelve months prior 
to the passage of the act to meet the necessary 
expenses of its maintenance, reconstruction 
and operation. Before any line is purchased, 
the commission is directed to ascertain its act’ 
ual value, which is to be computed on the basis 
of one thousand dollars for every fifty dollars 
of net .annual earnings, and it is pro- 
vided that no line shalt be _ pur- 
chased at a higher valuation than that 
ascertained upon the - basis thus prescribed. 
To pay for any lines that may be acquired it is 
proposed that 30-year per cent bonds shall be 
issued, which shall not be disposed of at less 
than par. The remaining provisions of 
the bill in relation to the extension and 
operations of the lines that may be acquired 
are similar to those in Senator Edmunds’s bill, 
and Senaior Cullom states that his purpose in 
presenting his measure is that the postoflice 
committee, in. investigating the subject, may 
have both methods that have been suggested 
for the establishment of a postal telegraph sys- 
tcin affirmatively before it for consideration. 

THE KEILY BUSINESS, 

Mr. Vest offered the following preamble and 
resolution, and moved their reference to the 
committee on foreign relations: 

Whereas, the correspondence between the gov- 
ernmentsofthe United States and Austro-Hun- 
gary. which has been transmitted to the senate by 
the president, shows that Hon. Anthony M. Keily, 
of Virginia,was,on April 29,1885,appointed minister 
to Austro-Hungary; that on May 9; 1885, the gev- 
ernment of the United States was officially notified 
bythe government of Austro-Hungary that the 
position of a foreign envoy, wedded to a Jewess by 
civil marriage, would be untenable and even im- 
possible in Vienna ;”’ and on August 4, 1589, the 
eovernment of Austro-Hungary declared.its deter- 
mination not to receive Mr. Keily as minister 
from the United States ; 

2esolyved, by the senate and house of representa- 
atives, that the position assumed by 
this government, and the princi- 
jes affirmed in said correspondence 
* the secretary of state, meet with our unqualified 
approbation. The constitution of the United States 
provides that “no religioustestshall ever be requir- 
ed asa qualification toany office or public trust under 
the United States,’ and whilst sincerely anxious to 
maintain friendly relations with Austgo-Hungary 
and all other governments, the people of the United 
States deny the right of any foreign government to 
assert against any citizen of this country, disquali- 
fieation for oftice by reason of his religious belictf, 
or that of his family. 

Mr. Vest, after stating the facts shown by 
the correspondence as the causes contributing 
to the rejection of Keily by the Italian and 
Austrian governments, said the state depart- 
ment of this government had recognized at 
once the position taken by the Italian govern- 
ment. The government of the United States, 
he said, would have recognized the right of the 
Austrian government to object to Keily on 
personal grounds, if he had been personally 
objectionable to that government. But when 
the Austrian government put its objection on 
the ground that Keily’s wife entertained cer- 
tain religious opinions, this government was 
bound by the provisions of its constitution, and 
the traditions and opinions of its’ people, to 
respectfully refuse to admit the justice of such 
en objection. The principle of religious 
liberty was too thoroughly interwoven with our 
form of government, and too highly prized by 
the people of the United States to permit them 
to reecgnize the justice of such an objection on 
the part of any body. Mr. Vest delivered a 
glowing eulogium on Thomas Jefferson for his 
suecessful efforts in behalf of religious liberty, 
and expressed his pleasure tliat Secretary 
Bayard had so properly and energeti rally ex- 

ressed the sense of the American people on 
the subject. Mr. Vest then moved the refer- 
ence of his resolution to the committee on for- 
eien relations, and expressed hope that it would 
meet the approval of both houses of congress.

violation ®fpublicright. When Mr. Plumb 
had ‘read that statement in the 
newspapers he Came to the conclusion that a 
person uttermg such an opinion was unfit to 
represent the United States government any- 
Where. PSe whole diplomatic arrangement of 
the present day was, liowever, in Mr. Plumb’s 
opinion, antiquated and totally unnecessary, 
and he hoped the commitiee would recom- 
mend to the senate that it be abolished. He 
had not ohgerved that the wheels of the gov- 
ernment hadmoved with any more friction 
since Kei!- "3 rejection than they had moved 
before. 

The resefation was referred tothe committee 
on foreign relations. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Mr. Beck ealled up the resolution hereto- 
fore offered by him directing the committee on 
finance to inquire whether the officials of the 
United States had complied with the laws re- 
quiring thatthe coin paid for duties on im- 
ported goods should be set apart asa special 
fund and applied to the payment of interpst 
on the United States bonds, etc. Mr. Beek 
spoke at considerable length on his resolution. 
The laws of the land, he said, were equally 
binding on the highest executive officer and 
the humblest citizen, yet the laws to which his 
resolution referred had not for many years 
been complied with by the treasury officials. 
No more statesmanlike message had ever em- 
anated from the executive mansion, in Mr. 
Beck’s opinion, that President Cleveland’s first 
message, but he, (Beck), did not agree with 
the position of that me sage regarding silver. 
Three-fouaths of our business troubles arose 
from the fact that the laws of the United States 
were not carried out by our executive 
ofticers. The combinations of bankers and 
bondholders, and their well paid press, 
were opposed to silver, and their present cru- 
sede against that metal was another evidence 
of the audacity of organizations of wealth; or- 
ganizations Which had always secured what- 
ever they had demanded. As to the question 
of paying bonds otherwise thanin gold, Mr. 
eck quoted the opinion given in 1868 by Mr. 
Sherman, present presiding officer of the sen- 
ate, tothe cifeet that the bondholders should 
take payment for the money advanced in the 
same meditimiin which they had advanced the 
money. That opinion was as sound now as it 
was in 1868. There was not av obligation ex- 
isting in this country, national or municipal, 
that cauld notlawfully be paid in gold or sil- 
ver coin of the United States. An examina- 
tion of our trade, and a comparison 
the exports and imports of this time 
with those of 1870 showed that 
silver collars . now bought twenty per cent 
more than im A870. Yet our treasury officials 
told us that gave troubles were apprehended 
by them if fhe present condition of things 
should lastmuch longer. The falsity of this 
clamor could be readily proved by an impar- 
tial examinsfion of the figures given out by 
the treasrrgaefieinls themselves,-and we were 
quite as capable, Mr. Beck thought, of coming 
to a conclusion from the figures given, as were 
those officials. The example of England was 
held up to us by those officials, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the working men of England 
were paid their wages in silver coin without 
regard to the bullion value of the metal. Why, 
too, had net France been troubled by its large 
amount of silver coin? The reason was to 
be found in the fact that the public 
functionaries of France supported the silver 
coinage of their country as ours did not. The 
bondholders of the United States controlled 
chnormous amounts of money, and the best 
talent of the press, and having now captured 
the executive branch of the government, they 
were clamoring for gold—and gold alone—in 
the settlement of their claims. How was the 
surplus silver to get out of the treasury if the 
secretary of the treasury would not call in the 
bonds that ought to be called in, and pay out 
the silver? The people and their representa- 
tives, however, supported silver. Noexccutive 
ofticer should be allowed to disregard the law. 
He (Beck) was not making war on the bond- 
holders or the banks, but he would, if he could, 
take from the banks their political power and 
their influence on currency, as shown when 
they received President Hayes’s veto on a 
memorable occasion.

Mr. Morrill remarked that Mr. Beck’s speech 
seemed to be a very elaborate assault on the 
secretary of the treasury and the president, 
and if the resolution in support of which it was 
delivered should pass the senate, it would be 
equivalent toa vote of want of confidence in 
the president and his administration. He re- 
gretted that the senator from Kentucky should 
have represented the secretary of the treasury 
as little better than acommon thief, and the 
, resident and secretary together as having 
been bought up by the bondholders, but as 
probably no senator “on the left” was at pres- 
ent prepared to enterinto a defense of the 
present administratlon, he would move a refer- 
ence of the resolution tothe committee on fi- 
nance. It was so referred. 

INVESTIGATING LAND GRABBERS. 

Mr. Calloffered a resolution providing fora 
special committee of five senators to investigate 
the alleged frandulent appropriations of public 
lands in Florida, 

Mr. Allison had no objection to such an in- 
vestigation, but thought it ought to be made 
general, so as to cover other states as well as 
Florida. He moved that it be referred to the 
committee on public lands, in order that that 
committee might have the opportunity of con- 
sidering whether such general investigation 
should not be had. He (Allison) had read the 
report of the commissioner of the general land 
office, in which he had found intimations that 
in numerous places there had been a misappro- 
priation of the public domain through land 
grants, homesteads, preemptions, etc. If this 
were so it should be ascertained. 

Mr. Call said he had no charge of corruption 
to make against any official, but had reeeived 
letters stating that there had been some in- 
proper dispositions of public lands in Florida. 

The resolution was referred to the committee 
on public lands, 

Mr. Harrison moved to refer to the commit- 
tee on territories the resolution of Mr. Butler, 
recently offered, relating to the territory of 
Dakota. He added that this disposition of the 
resolution was agreeable to Mr. Butler.

CHILDERS DISPOSED TO BE 
GENEROUS. 


MR. 


Guarantees Which He Would Exact as the Priceof 
Irish Legislative Independence—Mr. Cowen’s 
Views—Mr. Parnell’s Hint to His Fol 
lowers—The Chicago Convention. 


Lonvon, December 21.—An interview was 
had today with Right Hon, Hugh C, Childers, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in Gladstone's 
administration, on the subject of Lrish home 
rule. The ex-minister said that his views on 
the question had undergone no change. He 
thought that if home rule were granted to 
Ireland, a rigid line should be drawn between 
strictly imperial matters, which the imperial 
parliament alone should deal with, and meas- 
ures relating to the ordinary administration 
internal trade, railroads, public 
works, education and the _ relief of 
the poor, all of which® questions could 
be bettter dealt with by a local government. 
Mr. Childers said he was generally disposed to 
meet in a generous spirit the request of Ire- 
land for local self government. [le thought 
that parliament’might require, even in the re- 
gulation of purely Irish matters, the maintei- 
nance of religious liberty and a strict observ- 
ance of contracts, and that the rights of prop- 
erty be as much protected as under the United 
States constitution from infringement by the 
individual state.

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THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 


Wheat Inactive—A Despondent Feeling in the 
Markets. 

Loxpon, December 21.—The Mark Lane 
Express, in its weekly review of the British 
grain trade, says: Wheats are inactive, owing 
to the approach of the holidays. Sales of 
English wheat during the past week were 
(6,0%5 quarters at 30s and 10d agaiust 54,916 
quarters at 3Cs and 10d for the corresponding 
weck last year. Flour is freely supplied. 
There have been dragging sales of barley. Old 
oats and beans are rather scarce, and prices 
are maintained. A despondent feeling prevails 
in the market for foreign wheats. Foreign 
flour is difficult to sell. Corn is weaker ting 
to the inferior condition of the American crop. 
There is no new feature in wheat cargoes. 
There were 7 arrivals, 2 sales, 2 withdrawn, 5 
remained, 2 0f which are California. At to- 
day’s market only a retail business was done. 
The priceof English and foreign wheats are 
nominally unaltered. American flour was 
cheaper. Other articles were steady. 


Mr. Cowen’s Idea of Irish Home Rale, 

LONLON December 21.—Joseph Cowen, radi- 
cal reformer and member of parliament-elect 
for Neweastle-on-Tyne, has issued a manifesto 
to his constituents, respecting home rule for 
ireland. Cowen was the chief one of the ex- 
ceptions made by Mr. Parnell in his manifesto 
instructing the nationalists not to vote for lib- 
eral or radical candidates. Cowen says: “It is 
impossible for England to consent to protective 
tarifis for Ireland, to the confiscation of the 
property of landlordsin Ireland, or to allow 
the Trish members to legislate on the home 
affairs of England in addition to baving their 
own parliament. With these exceptions, I ap- 
prove of home rule for Ireland. Paper guar- 
antees for representation of minorities, the 
equitable partition of all imperial charges and 
unity, in my opinion, are useless. The best 
security agaiust a disruption of the union is 
the mutual interests existing between England 
and Ireland.”

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THE MAYOR'S SALARY. 


A Peculiar State of Affairs in Nashville, Ten- 
hnessee, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 21.—{Special.] 
An interesting case was decided by Judge 
Reid in the circuit court today, being the suit 
of Mayor Kercheral against the city for his 
salary. When the reform movement of two 
years ago started, Kercheval was mayor, being 
beaten at that election by C. H. Phillips. He 
bad been regarded as a formidable candidate 
this year, and being a poor man, the salary of 
the mayor's office was abolished, with the idea 
that Korcheval could not then 
afford to run. He did run, however, and 
was elected. Ile sued for his 
salary on the ground that the city council, 
under the charter, had no right to abolish it. 
Judge Reid sustains this claim, deciding that 
the charter gave the power to alter, but not to 
abolish the salary, which was a practical aboli- 
tion of the office. As the city council is now 
evenly divided between Mr. Kercheval and 
the opposition, the salary could not be restored 
by his adherents nor can his opponents lower 
it below the previous figures, $2,400. Popular 
sympathy is with Mr. Kercheval.

WASHINGTON, December 21.—Dr. T. J. Mad- 
dox, who was killed in the fight with the In- 
dians near White House, N. M., Saturday, isa 
son of Dr. Thomas Maddox, of Washington 
county, Md.

Socialists Severely Punished. 

WARSAW, December 21.—The trial of the 
persons accused of belonging to a social revolution- 
ary society has been coneluded. Bardowski, jus- 
tice of the peace at Warsaw, Lury, captain of en- 
gineers, and four others have been sentenced to be 
hanged. In addition to these eighteen have been 
sentenced to sixteen years’ servitude inthe mines 
of Siberia, two others to ten years iu the same place 
and afterwards to be exiled for life in Siberia, and 
two more to Siberia for lite. The trial began No- 
vember 27, M. Fredericks, president of the Warsaw 
military tribunai, being presiding judge. He was 
assisted by twoother military judges and four 
colonels. M. Moraysky, public prosecutor for mil- 
itary offenses, condneted the prosecution with 
three assistant counsel, while seventeen lawyers 
were employed for the defense. 113 witnesses gave 
evicence for the prosecution and eighty for the de- 
fense.

NEW YorK, December 21.—The passenger 
agents of the New York Central, the West Shore, the 
Erie, the Pennsylvania and the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and the Western railroads, today held a 
long session, in Commissioner Fink’s office, and 
definitely determined to abolish all commissions of 
every kind, and that hereafter they would have no 
dealings with ticket brokers or ‘’scalpers.’’

Tornado is not exactly a word to 
jure with, but one has only to pronounce it 
inany circle tosecure immediate and res- 
pectful attention, 

Perhaps Lieutenant Finlay, of the signal 
service bureau at Washington, ‘has more tor- 
nado wisdom than any man in the country. 
He has spent his life studying every flirt 
and twist of the funnel shaped terror which, 
during recent years, has become so familiar 
in many parts of the union. What he 
therefore carries weight with it. 

Lieutenant Finlay says it is a 
take to suppose that cities are in 
tively lessdanger from tornadoes because the 
heavier and more durable structures may be 
expected to break up the cloud vortex snd 
scatter its fury. The visitation at Philadel 
phia last Aveust. and the one that struck 
Marshfield, Mo., disprove this theory. The 
one last mentioned have plowed 
through St. Louis, if it had the city 
instead of the town. In the of the 
lieutenant ‘‘the greatest structures of stone 
and iron will melt like wax in fire when the 
vortex reaches them. New York, with its 
great environments and millions of people 
may suffer when it least expects it. The 
Brooklyn bridge would make a splendid tar- 
get fora tornado. That vast frame work ol 
steel and iron will be torn from its pillows 
and hurled into the East river, if the vortex 
ever strikes it.’ 

This is bad enongh, but 
on to say that we may look for 
tornadoes a year. We cannot build a 
strong enough to withstand a whirling veloc- 
ity of 2,000 miles an hour, This is the force 
about the vortex.” and it means a pressure of 
fifteen pounds to the square inch. Such a 
force would tumble the capitol at Washing- 
ton into a heap of splinters and dust. \ There 
is no remedy, but an improved signal service 
may warn peeple when and where to expect 
danger.

CLEMENTS CAUGHT. 


A LOUISIANA MURDERER ARREST- 
EDIN ATLANTA YESTERDAY. 


The Son of a Louisiana Chief Justice Kills a Man 
and Escapes—He Travels Through Texas and 
Comesto Atlanta, to Get Taken In—An 
Atlanta Detective’s Good Luck. 


“Yes, my name is Thomas Clements, and I am 
wanted in Alexander, La., for killing aman. There 
is a reward of $1,000 for my arrest, and I was under 
a $10,000 bond when I skipped.”’ 

AS he uttered these words Clements stood behind 
the bars in cell No. 3 at police beadquarters. 

The prisoner was a young man, about twenty- 
eight years of age. He was a tall, well-made man, 
with a pleasant face. His eyes were a deep blue, 
and his cheeks well rounded. His upper lip was 
concealed by a drooping auburn mustache, while 
the lower one was exposed to view, showing a 
mouth indicating great decision. His nose wasin- 
clined to be Roman, and 

THE FACE ALTOGETHER WAS PLEASANT 
and agreeable. He was dressed in a neat gray cut 
away coat, with a vest to match, and breeches of 
deep black. His hands and feet were small and as 
a whole the prisoner presented the appearance ofa 
gentleman of refinement. 

Clements has been in Atlanta six weeks, and has 
beén walking the streets by day and sleeping by 
night. He made no effort to conceal himself, and 
in his boldness came within an ace of evading the 
detectives, who were following him and who were 
-watching for him. 

Clements’s home isin Alexander, La: Heis the 
son of a wealthy man. Last April he and Joe 
Boyd, the man he killed, and Dan Ward, a com- 
panion, went off ona spree. On the first night of 
their drunk the three men entered a saloon and 

AFTER TAKING SEVERAL DRINKS 
Clements and Boyd fell ont. Thé quarrel ended in 
a fight, during which Clements knifed Boyd, who 
died from the effects of his wounds. Boyd did not 
die at once. He lived until September last when 
the wounds caused his death. Clements was ar- 
rested soon after the cutting scrape, 
but readily gave bond. However When 
Boyd died he was rearrested and secured his re- 
-lease under a $10,000 bond. He knew that his case 
was a desperate oue andin the early part of No- 
vember last just before his trial was to come off, 
skipped out. He wentto Marshall, Texas and then 
to St. Louis. From St. Louis he made Cincinnati 
and from that city went back to St. Louis and then 
came to Atlanta. He had a bosom friend in Atlan- 
ta, a merchant, who knew him well and knew of 
his trouble and soon after reaching the city sought 
him out. This 
FRIEND WROTE TO CLEMENTS’S FAMILY 


F andthrough him Clements received money regu- 


ariy in princely sums. He was with his Atlanta 
friend often, and one day while on the streets with 
him met an Atlanta policeman with whom he went 
to school. Clements stopped and talked to the 
policeman. He quickly ascertained that the police- 
man did not know that he was wanted and then 
began to feel easy. 

But while Clements was feeling so safe, an At- 
lanta detective was on his trail, pushing him close. 

That detective was J. I. Gloer, once a regular 
member of the Atlanta police force. 

Soon after Clements ran away from Louisiana, 
Detective Gloer was sent for and asked to arrest 
him. The detective soon ascertained that Clem- 
ents had gone to Marshal, Texas, where he had 
purchased a through ticket for western Texas. 

DETECTIVE GLOER WENT TO WESTERN TEXAS, 

but failed to again find Clements. Feeling certain 
that Clements had thrown him offthe track, the 
detective went back to- Marshal and *there ascer- 
tained that Clements, after buying the ticket to 
western Texas, had solditand goneto St. Louis. 
Detective Gloer followed to St, Louis, to Cincinnati, 
back to St. Louis, then to Chattanooga and then to 
Atlanta, his own home. Here he again 
lost trai] of his man and 
was on the eve of going back to Chattanooga 
when he ascertained Sunday that Clements was in 
the city. The detective began trying to find him 
and yesterday succeeded in ascertaining that his 
bird was aware of the pursuit and was preparing to 
skip out. About noon the detective saw Clements 
enter a saloon on Peters strect and walking in 
mrpece upand said: 

‘Have a drink,’’ 

“J don’t care,”’ answered Clements. 

JTHE ARREST. 

The two men drank andj, Clements walked out. 
The detective followed him, andjsoon; walked up 
beside him, 

@‘‘I guess you are my prisoner,’’ said the detective. 

‘1 guess yon are joking,’’ said Clements. 

“No, [reckon not. What's your name”’’ 

“That’s a fine question. Suppose you tell me, 
you seem to know so much?” 

“Ah, your name—Tom Clements---and you are 
wanted $1,000 worth in Louisiana for murder,” 

And as the detective made this remark, he turn- 
ed his prisoner about, and landing him in the city 
prison, began preparing {for his trip to deliver him 

and collect his $1,000 reward. 

Last night a CONSTITUTION reporter called on 
Clements. 

“No, I¢on’t care,’’*he said, in answerto a ques- 
tion, ‘‘totell you aboutit. He has got the right 
man,certain. My name is Clements andI killed 
Boyd. There is $1,000 reward for me.”’ 

“How did the detective happen to get you?’ 

“All through a woman. Of Saturday I received a 
telegram from home through my friend, telling me 
to skip out. Il wasinthe actof leaving when the 
woman got me in tow, and I was pulled.’’ 

“What are your chances ?”’ 

“Pretty bad, I'm afraid. If*I could have staid 
away twoorthree years I'd have come out all 
right. My father is worth $150,000. He is United 
States marshal of the northesm district of Lonuis- 
iana, and wasonce chief justice of the supreme 
court of that state.’’ 

‘‘}'ow did you kill the man?’ 

“In a drunken row with a knife. I don’t think 
they could have caught if I could have gotten 
away. That detective has followed me nearly 7,00) 
miles. I know it from what he has told me."’

A FIGHT AT A BALL. 


Aiex Owens and Cal Varnadoe Badly Used Up 


With Knives.

Alex Owens and Cal Varnadoe were badly cut to 
pieces with knives. 
~ Mollie Kates’s place is not the most reputable one 
in that section of the city, and the crowd that con- 
sregated at the ball she gave last night wasa mixed 
one in every sense ofthe word. Music and whisky 
were both abundant, and by midnight mostof the 
crowd was. well off. Shortly before 1 o'clock two 
men began quarreling in theroomin which the 
dancing was going onand quickly began fighting. 
In an instant the lights were out and when dark- 
ness came everybody made for a door or a window. 
The room was soon ,cleared and when alight was 
produced it was ascertained that Owens and Var 
nado were both bleeding profusely from wounds in- 
flicted by some persons unknown. Both men were 
thought to be seriously hurt atid both were covered 
with blood. ‘They were taken to Dr. Graham's drug 
store where their wounds were examined 
and dressed. Varnado was found to have an.ugly 
stab nearthe shoulder blade, which may prove a 
serious wound. Owens was severely. cut on the 
head. stabbed inthe face and gashed on the arm, 
while his clothing wasterribly hacked up.

WasHINGTON, December 22.—First Comp- 
troller Durbam has disallowed an item of 
$1,800 in the accounts of Norman J. Colman. 
commissioner of agriculture, on the ground 

tthat amount was used in the purchase of 
eds and labor, and illegally charged to the 
appropriation for “laboratory.” ‘This case is 
exactly similar to that of Comm'ssioner Lor- 
ing, Colman’s immediate predecessor in office, 
whose accounts for purchases made in thesame 
way were also disallowed. The explanation 
given by Commissioner Colman is that the 
seeds were purchased in his absence and with- 
out his knowledge by General Careman, then 
chief clerk of the department. The comp- 
troller, however, says Commissioner Alton is 

respoxusible under the law. 

RULES FOR RAILROAD REPORTS. 

In connection with the system of rules pre. 
scribed for railroad reports, and asa corollary 
thereto, regulating the office practice wis) 
reference to these reports, the secretary of the 
interior has issued the following order: } 

To the Commissioner of Railroads: The severa! 
reports embraced in the system pres¢tribed on the 
6th of NOV ember, 1885, with reference to subsidized 
and land grant railroads from No. 5 to and inelnd- 
“ing No. 15, will be kept strictly in your personal 
charge and ype to inspection or scrutiny of 
no one except the president of the United States, the 
secretary of the interior or his assistants, and apoe 
the regular request or requisition of either 
house of congress or a committee thereof, 
without au express order of the secretary of the 
jnterior. If the clerical work thereon, or the ex- 
amination thereof, be in your judgement ‘neces- 
sary, let it be done under your own personal super- 
vision by the clerk or clerks especially assigned to 
that duty, strictly inhibited for disclosing the con- 
tents or any partof the contents thereof. Signed, 

L, Q. C. LAMAR, Secretary. 

This order goes into effect December 31st. 

THE CABINET SESSION. 

The cabinet meeting today was attended by 
all the members except Secretary Whitney, 
who is in New York. ‘Thesession lasted about 
three hours, and was devoted to a-general 
discussion of business pending in the depart- 
ment. The question of shortening the hours 
of work in the departments during the 
holiday recess according to long established 
custom was also considered. It was 
cecided that in addition to closing the depart- 
ments on Christmas and New Year's day, they 
would be closed at noon each day immediately 

receding those holidays, and that they would 

be oPen tor business as usual in the interior. 
This course was adopted in view of the repre- 
sentations that business in several of the de- 
partments, notably the treasury, is in arrears, 
and might accumulate to serious proportions 
if the hours of work were shortened. 

THE CALL OF STATES,
